FAIRES, Feb. IO.—The problem 
of guiding the growth of Greater 
Paris presents, according to French 
architects, tone of the world’s most 
complex puzzles in city planning. 
“Paris is like a -woman who wants 
to follow the fashions, but they 
change so rapidly she cannot make 
up .her mind which ones to adopt," 
explained M. Bonnier, chief of the 
Commission on the (Extension of 
Paris. 
Paris has been crowded out of 
her old limits, like London and New 
York, during the past fifteen years. 
In fact Greater Paris exists today, 
but not on paper. No less than 
twenty plans have been drawn for 
the stupendous task of guiding this 
growth, and so far not one has 
been adopted. To execute any of 
them would cost approximately half 
a billion dollars, and just now Par­ 
is has not that sum. * 
Paris in 192-3 is easily the third 
city of the world, and spreading 
far out to the country by 'leaps 
and bounds. Speculators are buy­ 
ing wherever they can 
land for 
residences, land for factories and 
land for .the fuew port connecting 
Paris with the sea by making use 
of the river Seine. 
Actually Paris has a -papulation 
nearing the five million mark, if 
count is taken of the fact that 
the city has pushed 
its suburbs 
twelve miles, on an average, from 
Notre Dame Cathedral, the point 
from which distances are measured. 
Officially in 
1921 
the populition 
of the 
proper was 2,906,472, 
for that part of Paris contained 
within the old encircling fortifica­ 
tions. 
The extension of Paris presents' 
the triple problem of Chicago, New j 
York, and Washington, according j 
to local architects. For Instance, j 
Paris is a political capital, ilke 
Washington, and must therefore be 
kept beautiful. But she is at the 
same time (the greatest manufactur­ 
ing trading and railroad center of ] 
France, like Chicago and New York, 
and she has many of the problems 
of 
these 
cities. {Likewise, 
Paris 
is a vast educational center. How 
to co-ordinate all these conflicting 
elements, preserve her ancient tra­ 
ditions, -and saill go ahead, is the 
difficulty of those trying to guide 
her growth. 
A unique theory in city planning 
is advanced by Architect Bonnier. 
"We must not set any hard and 
fast plan to (force the development

Meanwhile the extention work is 
going on under the perfect of the 
Seine. One plan contemplates the 
use of the twenty forts ten or 
more -miles from the center of Paris 
now useless for military purposes, 
as parks and playgrounds. Another 
is to construct a broad highway, 
beginning where the Champs Ely- 
see8 terminates at the Etoile monu­ 
ment, 
for a 
distance 
of twenty 
miles to the forest of Saint Ger­ 
main. Other plans include the erec­ 
tion of a model country town at 
Plessy-Rabinson, the Port of Paris 
at Gennevillers, the removal of rail­ 
way terminals from tho center of 
the* city, and the extention of sub­ 
urban railway lines.

The original decree of

and division of property was made 
Feb. 
7. 
1920.

given the family home, $7,500 and 
$150 m onthly for the support of 
herself and two minor children, of 
which she was given the custody. 
W ithin six m onths Mr. and Mrs. 
Dunlap 
contracted 
a common-law

ing made before the supreme court. 
He then asked a court order setting 
aside th e division of property, and 
concelling the payments ho

(By Ult Associated Press) 
CLEVELAND, Feb. l l . —-The es- 
j tab 11 ah meat of coal mining compan­ 
ies ‘with a «oul” wag the announ­ 
ced aim of Warren S. Stone. Prea- 
| ident of the Brotherhood of Loco­ 
motive Engineers and his brother­ 
hood 
associates when 
they made 
;a $2,000,000 Investment ln the Coal 
River Collieries company last June. 
The purchase was made during 
the coal strike and Mr. Stone an­ 
nounced that “there has never been 
a strike in these mines and there 
never will be.’’ 
While the brotherhood, as an or­ 
ganization, has nothing to do with 
this coal mining property yet the 
mines are owned largely by broth­ 
erhood members and Mr. Stone is 
president of the company. 
Revolutionizing the coal mining 
industry through the establishment 
of a “coal company with a soul” 
wag the aim of the engineers when 
Mr. Stone and his associates, last 
June, in the throes of the nation­ 
wide coal 
strike, 
made the two 
million 
dollar investment 
in 
the 
Coal 
River 
Collieries Company. 
“There has never been a strike 
in 
these mines and' there never 
will be,” he said. 
The mines face the Big Sandy 
river near Prestonsburg, Ky., and 
the Big Coal river in West Virginia. 
Mr. Stone has announced three 
main points ol his associates coal 
program. These arc: 
Ideal ’living and working condi­ 
tions for miners and the removal 
of strike danger. 
Elimination of middlemen’s pro- 


j fits in distribution through enabling 
consumers to organize their own 
cooperative yards and to scil to 
themselves at cost. 
Elimination of ‘^watered” stock, 
j promoters’ fees, and preferred stock 
in the formation of the company. 
At the very start of the opera­ 
tion of the mines by the engineers 
and their associates, aud before the 


company paid a 'dividend, miners 
were paid more than the highest 
scale asked >by the unions in neigh­ 
boring mines; labor was lightened 
by the installation of modern min­ 
ing 
machinery 
wherever 
possible 
and a modern village with modern 
little homes, 
schools, 
churches, 
stores, 
amusement 
buildings 
and 
modern sanitation were substituted 
for the 
average dilapidated 
and 
drab mining (town. Other Brother­ 
hood activities include, the Brother­ 
hood of Locomotive Engineers In­ 
surance Company which has $180,-

SOUTH’S LEADING CITIES SPEND OVER HALF BILLION 
IN BUILDING PERMITS IN 1922, MILLER SURVEY SHOWS 


SOOTH TO HAVE' 
Notable 
Examples ofjRecenf Southern Buildings 


Conditions in This Sectioit 
More F avorable Than 
For the Nation at Large 
During 1923. 


Increase of 43.7 Per Cent 
Over 1921 Revealed by 
Compilation Embracing 
lo Southern States. 


In considering what the new year 
will bring the south, it is necessary, 
first of all, to briefly review the sit­ 
uation which confronts the entire na­ 
tion at the present time, for tho 
south may aptly be termed tho na­ 
tional bank in which unlimited de­ 
posits may be made by the entire na­ 
tion and the south, as 
this 
bank 
needs these deposits in order to op­ 
erate on a continually larger scale. 
1923 opens with the general 
tional business situation considerably 
stronger than it was at the beginning 
of 1922. Through the liquidation of 
bank loans and the increasing accu­ 
mulation of cash reserves, the coun­ 
try 's credit condition is appreciably 
improved. Production is 
practically 
normal throughout the entire country, 
and unemployment is noticeable only 
in widely scattered communities. The 
tremendous building activity continues 
with the large majority of cities re­ 
porting shortage of apartments, homes 
and 
business structures. 
The gen­ 
eral trend of prices is now upward 
and this, combined with the increas­ 
ing demand for commodities and serv­ 
ices, results in plans for business ex­ 
pansion all along the line. Advertis­ 
ing agencies are pressed for time to 
develop campaigns for the advertis­ 
ing of the largest manufacturers. 
Railroad traffic and car loading ate 
steadily growing in volume, and rail­ 
roads are beginning to purchase new 
equipment; witness the order of the 
Pennsylvania railroad recently placed 
for 300 locomotives. The buying powd­ 
er of farm ers is much greater than 
a t this time in 1922; their loans of 
1919 and 1920 having been largely 
paid off during the past year as a re­ 
sult of the increase in total crop value 
of about $1,500,000,000. 
Foreign trade is holding steady de­ 
spite political upheavals in 
Europe 
and slow revival in some countries 
which are markets 
for 
American 
goods. On the whole, practically every 
authority agrees th at the first 
six 
months of 1923 will show the favor­ 
able result of all the hard work done 
by American industry, 
agriculture 
and financing in 1922. 
In the work of bringing the nation 
back to sane conditions and methods, 
the south has played an extremely 
im portant part. I t was in the south 
th at federal reserve rediscount rates 
began first to drop. The south con­ 
tributed over $1,000,000,000 of the 
total crop value increase of $1,500,- 
000,000 of the entire nation. 
, 
The Cotton Situation. 
The cotton planter is enjoying his 
greatest prosperity since 
the early 
part of 1920. His profits in 1922 were 
around $333,000,000. 
as 
compared 
with about $00,000,000 in 1921. In 
the banner year of 1920, these profits 
were $575,000,000 and in the two 
preceding years, about $500,000,000 
each, but these were 
w ar 
results 
without parallel in peace times. Be­ 
fore the war cotton profits usually 
varied from $150,000,000 to $250,000,- 
000 per year, which is considerably 
less than the figures for 1923. 
The question of demand for 1923 
cannot be separated from domestic 
and foreign political questions, for 
the reason that cotton 
demand de­ 
pends upon continued domestic pros­ 
perity and restored foreign prosperity. 
Nevertheless, it seems unlikely th at 
there will be no diminution in de­ 
mand for cotton during the coming 
calendar year. The only possibility 
of this lies in the chance th at prices 
will rise to a point where consump­ 
tion will be automatically curtailed* 
but this seems unlikely since there is 
atvthe present time, an actual short­ 
age 
of 
approximately 
2,000,000 
bales. In any event this will not af­ 
fect the first six months of 1923. and 
ample time exists in which to check 
and collect for price boosting. 
The supply of cotton depends large­ 
ly on whether the south will plant an 
acreage small enough to raise a large 
crop. This seems like a contradictory 
statement, but the fact remains th at 
the ability and means of the grow­ 
ers to fight the boll weevil and to buy 
fertilizer and 
arsenate is 
limited. 
This limited ability should determine 
the limits of acreage which can bo 
successfully cultivated. If the attrac­ 
tive price of cotton leads the grow­ 
ers to recklessly and indiscriminately 
plant excess acreage, a smaller crop 
will result from a smaller acreage, 
On this point a 
note of 
warning 
should be sounded, since no decrease 
in the cost of fertilizer or arsenate 
can be looked for. 
Southern Securities Stand High. 
The present solidity of the south 
and the confidence of the nation a t 
large in the south, is clearly reflect­ 
ed in the standing of southern se­ 
curities. 
A careful study of the rec­ 
ord of these securities over the past 
six months as compared with last 
year’s average and the last ten years, 
shows not only a general healthy 
tone with steady improvements, but 
compares favorably with any other 
section of the country. The upward 
movement of southern railroad secu­ 
rities reflects the 
increase 
in the 
earnings of southern roads. Public 
utilities are expanding and a t the 
same time showing substantial sur­ 
plus in their income accounts, while 
the leading industrials are making a 
good showing. In the railroad group, 
V to deal with specific examples, we 
find that such representative south­ 
ern carriers as Atlantic Coast Line, 
Illinois Central, Southern Railway, 
Louisville and Nashville. Central of 
Georgia, Mobile and Ohio, New Orle­ 
ans. Texas and Mexico, and Nash­ 
ville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
have shown an average of $14.07 es­ 
timated 1922 earning on their com­ 
mon stock. They have earned approx­ 
imately 5.13 per cent on their com­ 
bined property value of $1,809,500,- 
000 which is well above the national 
average earnings. 
Based on a par 
▼aine of $100 the average price of 
these common stocks is higher than 
the average price of forty leading 
American rails as recorded in the 
Dow, Jones averages. Their upward 
trend for the year has been more 
pronounced than the national aver- 
1 
age.

Over half a billion dollars was 
spent in building development in the 
chief urban centers of the south in 
1922, according to figures covering IO 
states from Maryland to Texas. This 
does not include thousands of small­ 
e r towns and industrial villages in 
which development has been exceed­ 
ingly active during the year. 
In all 
, 
probability, were statistics available^ 
j 
the record would show a total south- 
wide construction program of a bil­ 
lion dollars. 
In 119 cities, having a combined 
population of only slightly in excess 
; 
of the population of New York city, 
$516,162,254 was spent during the 
year in providing homes for the resi­ 
dents, enlarged quarters for a rapidly 
expanding commerce and new plants 
j 
for the hundreds of new industries 
th at are arising like magic from Bal­ 
timore to El Paso. 
Of this amount, $431,027,254 was 
covered in permits issued for building 
w ithin city limits, while $40,135,000 
was reported by about 50 cities as 
having been spent on the immediate 
outskirts of those cities, chiefly in 
Industrial expansion. 
In 91 cities, where comparative sta­ 
tistics are available, the gain of 1922 
over 1921 was 43.7 per cent. 
It is 
interesting to note that the percent­ 
age of gain during 
the 
first 
six 
months, as published in this survey in 
September, was 42.7, showing that 
a steady ratio has been maintained 
for the entire year, with the advan­ 
tage slightly in favor of the closing 
six months. 
An Index to Growth. 
Here is the surest index to the 
growth and progress of the south 
which could be summoned before the 
business 
men 
of 
America. 
These 
figures tell more graphically than 
pages 
of elaborate description just 
w hat a tremendous transformation is 
coming over this section of the nation 
which was long ignored by the finan­ 
cial and industrial interests of the 
country; but which today is coming 
into its own with a mighty impetus 
Which can not be checked. 
I t is interesting to note that the 
year was begun under auspices far 
from favorable. 
The farm value of 
the south’s crops in 1921 had been 
exactly one-half the five-year average 
prior to 1921. 
The south’s business 
in years past has been largely de­ 
pendant upon crop returns for its 
impetus.

Of forty-eight cities reporting, the 
majority were spending from half a 
million to five million in civic bet­ 
terment.

pended by these cities. 
Considerably 
over $165,000,000 was pnt into good 
roads of a highly improved type by 
the sixteen state governments. School 
construction, especially rural school 
building, went forward at an unpre­ 
cedented pac". 
Total bonds sold in the south for 
public improvements, ss reported by 
The M anufacturers’ Record, amounts 
to the huge total of $315.78^.310 for 
the year. of which the largest portion 
went into good mad*. 
An Rpm of $41,188,200 wa* listed 
under bonds for sewer construction.

architects, tone of the world'* most 
complex puzzles in city 'planning. 
"Paris is like * •woman who wants 
to follow the fashions, ibut they 
change so rapidly she cannot make 
up her mind which ones to adopt," 
explained M. Bonnier, chief of the 
Commission on the 
Extension O' { 
Paris. 
Paris has been crowded out of 


her old limits, like London and New 
York, during the past 'fifteen years. 
In fact Greater Paris exists today, 
but not on paper. No less than 
twenty .plans have been drawn for 
the stupendous task of guiding this 
growth, and so far not on« has 
been adopted. To execute any of 
them >would cost approximately half 
a billion dollars, and just now Par- 
is has not that sum. ' 


Paris- in 19i23 is' easily the third 


city of the world, and spreading 
far out to the country by leaps 
and bounds. Speculators are ibuy- 
iog wherever they can land for 
residences, land for factories and 
land for the (new port connecting- 
Paris with the sea ,by making use 
of the river -Seine. 


Actually Paris has a 'population 
nearing the five million mark, if 
count is taken of the fact that 
the city has pushed its suburbs 
twelve miles, on an average, from 
Notre Dame \Cathedral, the point 
from which distances are measured. 
Officially in 1921 the .populition 
of the city proper was 2,906,472, 
for that ipart of Paris contained 
within the old encircling fortifica- 
tions. 


The extension of Paris presents 


the triple problem of Chicago, New 
York, and Washington, according 
to 'local architects. For Instance, 
Paris is a political 'Capital, like 
Washington, and must therefore Ibe 
kept beautiful. But she is at the 
same time ithe greatest manufactur- 
ing trading and railroad center of 
France, like Chicago and 'New York, 
and she has many of the problems 
of 
these 
cities. (Likewise, Paris 
is a vast educational center. How 
to co-ordinate all these conflicting 
elements, preserve her ancient tra- 
ditions, and satll go ahead, is the 
difficulty of those trying -to guide 
her growth. 


A unique -theory in city 'planning 


is advanced (by Architect Bonnier. 
"We must not set any hard and 
fast plan to -force the development 
of our city," he maintains, ''be- 
yond keeping the 'suburban lines 
of traffic, and the 
big national 


roads, opened and extended, and 
saving park space as the city races 
towards the country.' 


'"No one can foresee our future," 


he argues. Paris, for instance, was 
never supposed to Ibe a manufac- 
turing center, yet (today automobiles 
and thousands of other 'things are 
made here. Suppose we plan space 
for these factories, -and tomorrow 
they pick up and move fifty miles 
away? Where are we? Five years 
from now the population of Paris 
may Ibe housed a hundred miles 
out, and tide to business in air- 
planes. Then,' I ask again, where 
are our expensive hut empty icity 
dwellings. 


iginally a part of the forest ot 
Houvray, that came to the very 
doors of the vUttte .city Paris was 
in those. days. The royal families 
living in the Louvre used it as an 
exit to their country homes at 
Saint ^Germain and Versailles, and" 
gradually the road was- preserved. 
Ag the city 'grew no one took the 
trouble to build too near the road, 
and finally jt (was preserved and 
beautified. 
Today 
(Paris is tearing 
down 


the last line of the old city forti- 
fications 
and 
making (streets of 
them. This new space will vastly 
mprove the working and living 
quarters inside and outside the 'ac- 
tual city limits. These (fortifications 
spaces have an average width of 
350 yards, and are 20 miles long 


The creation of a larger city 
involves various legal changes which 
would have to 'be passed upon iby 
parliament, but as yet this aspect 
of the situation is in aibeyance

During 1923.

In considering what the new year 


will bring the south, it is necessary, 
first of all, to briefly review the sit- 
uation which confronts the entire na- . 
tion nt the present time, for the 
south may aptly be termed the na- 
tional bank in which unlimited, de- 
posits may be made by the entire na- 
tion and the south, as 
this 
bank 
needs these deposits in order to op- 
erate on a continually larger scale. 


1923 opens with the genera! i."* 


tional business situation considerably; 
stronger than it was at the beginning 
of 1922. Through the liquidation o£ 
bank loans and the increasing accu- 
mulation of cash reserves, the conn- 
try's credit condition is appreciably 
improved. Production is 
practically, 


normal throughout the entire country, 
and unemployment is noticeable only; 
in widely scattered communities. The 
tremendous building activity continues 
•with the large majority of cities re- 
porting shortage of apartments, homed 
and business structures. 
The gen- 


eral trend of prices is now upward 
and this, combined with the increas- 
ing demand for commodities and serv- 
ices, results in plans for business ex-* 
pansion all along the line. Advertis- 
ing agencies are pressed for time to 
develop campaigns for the advertis- 
ing of the largest manufacturers. 


Railroad traffic and car loading atei 


steadily growing in volume, and rail- 
roads are beginning to purchase new 
equipment; witness the order of the 
Pennsylvania railroad recently placed 
for 300 locomotives. The buying pow- 
er of farmers is much greater than 
st this time in 1922; their loans of 
1919 
and 1920 having been largely, 


paid off during the past year as n re- 
sult of the increase in total crop value 
of about $1,500,000.000. 
Foreign trade is holding steady de- 


spite political upheavals in 
Europe 


and slow revival in some countries 
which are markets 
for 
American 


goods. On the whole, practically every 
authority agrees that the first 
six 


months of 1923 will show the favor- 
able result of all the hard work done 
by American industry, 
agriculture 
and financing in 1922. 


In the work of bringing the nation 


back to sane conditions and methods, 
the south has played an extremely 
important part. It was in the south, 
that federal reserve rediscount rates 
besran first to drop. The south con- 
tributed over $1,000,000,000 of the 
total crop value increase o£ §1,500,- 
000,000 of the entire nation. 


The Cotton Situation. 


The cotton planter is enjoying Iris 


greatest prosperity since 
the early 


part of 1920. His profits in 1922 were 
around $333.000,000, 
as 
compared 


with about $00,000,000 in 1921. In 
the banner year of 1920, these profits 
•were $575,000.000 and in the two 
preceding years, about $500,000,000 
each, but these were 
war - results 


without parallel in peace times. Be- 
fore the war cotton profits usually 
varied from $150,000,000 to $250,000,- 
000 per year, which is considerably; 
less than the figures for 1923. 


.The question of demand for 1923 


cannot be separated from domestic 
and foreign political questions, for 
the reason that cotton 
demand de- 


pends upon continued domestic pros- 
perity and restored foreign prosperity. 
Nevertheless, it seems unlikely that 
there will be no diminution in de- 
mand for cotton during the coming 
calendar year. The only possibility 
of this lies in the chance that pricea 
•will rise to a point where consump- 
tion will be automatically curtailed* 
but this seems unlikely since there is 
a(<the present time, an actual short- 
age 
of 
approximately 
2,000,000 


bales. In any event this will not af- 
fect the first six months of 1923, and 
ample time exists in which to check ' 
and collect for price boosting. 


The supply of cotton depends large- 


ly on whether the south will plant an 
acreage small enough to raise a large 
crop. This seems like a contradictory 
statement, but the fact remains that 
the ability and means of the grow- 
ers to fight the boll weevil and to buy 
fertilizer and 
nrsenate is 
limited. 
This limited ability should determine* 
the limits of acreage which can be 
successfully cultivated. If the attrac- 
tive price of cotton leads the grow- 
ers to recklessly and indiscriminately 
plant excess acreage, a smaller crop 
will result from a smaller acreage. 
On this point a 
note of 
warning 


should be sounded, since no decrease 
in the cost of fertilizer or arscnato 
can be looked for. . 


Southern Securities Stand High. 
The present solidity of the south' 


and the confidence of t!"! nation at 
large in the south, is clearly reflect- 
ed in the standing of southern se- 
curities. A careful study of the rec- 
ord of these securities over the past 
sbc months as compared with last 
year's average and the last ten years, 
shows not only a general healthy 
tone with steady improvements, but 
compares favorably with any other 
section of the' country. The npward 
movement of southern railroad -secu- 
rities reflects the 
increase 
in the 


earnings of southern toads. Public 
utilities are expanding and at the 
came time showing substantial sur- 
plus in their income accounts, while 
the leading industrials are making a 
good showing. In the railroad group, 
to deal "with specific examples, we 
find that Si'.ch representative sonth- 
ern carriers as Atlantic Coast Line, 
Illinois Central,.
